Now a contemporary 
Kurdish-Norwegian filmmaker, he gra¬ 
duated from The Norwegian Film School 
at Lillehammer in 2004. His short film 
The Bridge (2003) won The Norwegian 
Playwright's Association's Award for Best Screenplay at 
the Norwegian Short Film Festival 2003, and his diploma 
film The Roof{ 2004) was invited to, and screened at, seve¬ 
ral international film festivals. Bawke (2005) became a hit 
on the international festival circuit, and has received more 
than 40 national and international awards. In 2013 Hisham 
Zaman is releasing his debut feature film Before Snowfall.
